A -harp-tiaditional | musical 
instrument of Wales—is a diMfcult 
thing to acquire. now, either new. or 
secondhand. The price of harps has 
rocketed Like the price of houses, and 
taorpstrings are even deorer than 
the instruments, There is not a 
single craftsman making harps in 
Wales. In fact only. one harp-maker
